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The control communicable diseases primary 
responsibility health departments. law they 
must make rules concerning quarantine and isolation 
reportable diseases and see that these laws are 
Schools are required abide the rules 
and decisions the health officer com- 
municable disease control. 

The control contagion among school children 
involves excluding children with symptoms illness 
which precede diagnosed case communicable 
disease, and regard such exclusions that 
schools sometimes come into conflict with health depart- 
ment policies. School officials are desirous keeping 
children school for many reasons, one which 
become eligible for the maximum funds allowed 
the State for school support the basis average 
daily attendance. The exclusion children with 
(which may incipient measles whooping 
cough), seems inroad their average daily attend- 
and they may resist the exclusion children 
Without diagnosed infection. The provision which 
gives the State Department Public Health author- 
ity certify that the attendance was reduced because 
has been used means solving this dilemma 
Some situations. Local health officers certify records 
Which show that children were absent from school 
because communicable illness, virtue author- 
ity passed them the State Department 
Public Health, and the local school districts are elig- 
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ible collect the average daily attendance funds for 
the attendance these children. 


The School Health Policies Report recommends that 
schools: (1) Notify the department health sus- 
pected cases reportable, communicable disease 
(2) Isolate and then send home soon possible 
pupils who seem sick; and (3) Encourage parents 
keep sick children home and away from other chil- 
dren.? The children who exhibit symp- 
toms illness usually done brief inspection 
the children each morning teacher nurse. The 
generally accepted policy that teachers should 
inspect observe their own groups and send sus- 
pected eases the nurse principal for further 
action. 

means detecting pupils who should not 
permitted stay school, the morning inspection 
classroom teachers has become recognized and 
approved procedure for elementary schools. 

When the health department nurse the school 
for period each morning, she can assume the responsi- 
bility for exclusions those children whom the teacher 
refer her, and who her opinion have recognizable 
signs illness, but the majority situations this 
cannot become her responsibility exclusively because 
she usually has supervise several schools, particu- 
larly the rural areas. The principal then, must 
become responsible for the exclusions and report the 
the nurse for further investigation. 


Report, Suggested School Health Policies, op. cit. 
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The health department nurses California are 
not held responsible for inspecting all children each 
morning for symptoms illness, according the sur- 
vey, except cases possible epidemic emer- 
gency control. some situations they inspect chil- 
dren referred them the teachers each morning, 
Berkeley, San Jose and Palo Alto, where nurses 
visit their assigned schools regularly each morning. 
the situations where nurses cover rural schools 
the replies that nurses inspect referred chil- 
dren when they are particular school, but inas- 
much their visits are more infrequent they cannot 
assume full responsibility for exclusions. The same 
situation applies the readmittance children 
following illness. 

Nurses employed the health departments are 
generally held responsible for checking absent chil- 
dren who have been reported ill, but not all 
absentees. some situations reported that they 
children when the absence has been 
three-day duration, but rare find schools util- 
izing health department nurses attendance officers. 
Practically all departments indicated that their nurses 
reported cases suspected communicable disease 
the health department. common practice Cali- 
fornia for the health department nurse assume the 
responsibility for cases suspected con- 
tagion the homes and reporting their findings 
the health department, even those situations where 
school nurses are employed. 

problem which has caused much diffi- 
culty between schools and health departments the 
handling the skin diseases—impetigo, scabies, pedicu- 
losis and ringworm. The health department policy has 
usually been exclude infected cases from school and 
that the children receive treatment 
the recommendations the private physicians. How- 
ever, most the families where these infections flour- 
ish, have family physicians, nor are they much 
concerned about keeping their children school. The 
schools lose money the average daily attendance, 
and clamor for action the health department. The 
health partial solution the problem, 
have issued ‘‘standing orders’’ nurses, instructing 
them their procedure these cases. 
most these orders nurses are permitted recom- 
mend the proper treatment families infected 
children, and some instances apply the treatment 
themselves. California the majority health depart- 
ments permit their nurses treatment for 
skin infections and eight instances, the survey shows 
that nurses may apply the treatment for skin 
tions. general state policy this matter, officially 
approved the California Medical Association and 
the State Department Public Health, would 


helpful eliminating this source friction between 
schools and health departments. 


EMERGENCY ILLNESS AND ACCIDENT 


Policies and procedures concerning the handling 
emergency illness and accidents school children 
while they are school must established order 
meet the situations which are bound arise. The 
constant presence nurse the school assume 
complete responsibility comforting assurance 
principals and teachers, but has been previously 
pointed out, this responsibility placed the 
nurse, she limited carrying more significant 
services for school children their homes and com- 
munities. The health departments and schools should 
agree the policy followed, with nurses given 
responsibility for keeping first aid cabinets adequately 
supplied, and giving some instruction teachers, 
necessary and with school administrators responsible 
for providing for first aid service one more 
members his staff, and for arranging for transpor- 
tation ill children their homes the hospital, 
necessary. policy giving first aid and thus 
iting service initial care will help eliminate the 
many requests for rebandaging and redressing 
injuries, which the responsibility the home the 
private physician, and not either the teacher the 
nurse. Teachers sometimes need cautioned con- 
cerning the practice dispensing aspirin other 
medicines children, which practice contrary 
all policy concerning the responsibilities schools 
for the care ailing children. 

The survey indicates that California, health 
department nurses seldom have responsibility for first 
aid and care emergency illness except few 
the larger centers where nurses spend more time 
each school regular schedule. San Jose, Palo Alto, 
Berkeley, San Francisco, and Orange, San Diego, and 
San Bernardino Counties reported their nurses were 
responsible for first aid procedures, with several 
the other departments reporting ‘‘some’’ 
sional’’ responsibility. only Orange and San Diego 
Counties were the nurses reported transporting 
ill children their homes more less regular 
basis, while many the other departments listed this 
occasional service. 


OBSERVATIONS FOR HEALTH DEFECTS 


The values gained from the observations 
children for the presence health handicaps are 
unquestionably important instituting examination, 
diagnosis and treatment procedures. The importance 
the teacher-nurse team the program screening 
out the children with health problems has been dis- 
cussed. The reluctance many teachers undertake

recognized. How extensively are health department 
nurses California conducting routine testing and 
observation procedures for discovery health handi- 
caps? How successful have they been developing 
teacher skill and interest making the tests and 
observation, and are able spend their time further 
observations the children whom teachers have 
selected needing health attention? These questions 
adequately answered the survey, but 
trends are indicated. 

reference Table indicates that about half 
the health departments which give nursing super- 
vision schools report that their nurses weigh and 
measure children. Two departments reported monthly 
weighing; three departments weigh children three 
times year; three weigh them twice year; and 
eight report annual weighing. Several departments 
noted that they did not weigh children all the 
schools, but only few. 

records weight increment are going 
any real value either interesting the child his 
growth the extent that his health behavior can 
influenced, furnishing basis for selecting the 
children who are not growing, for further observa- 
tion, then such records must taken more frequently 
than once year. Unless the annual and semiannual 
weight records obtained the nurses are supple- 
mented with additional records the teacher, they 
are little real value. would seem desirable dis- 
continue infrequent weighing children nurses 
and place emphasis monthly bimonthly weigh- 
ing conducted teachers. When teachers weigh chil- 
dren regularly and help them keep their own 
ords growth, the teachers are more likely use the 
procedure health education experience, and also 
become more interested the growth progress 
their own groups. Health department nurses are work- 
ing assume responsibility for the 
weighing program. the departments where nurses 
not weigh children routinely, several noted that 
this,’’ that ‘‘we are working get 
teachers interested.’’ 

The use the Snellen test means screening 
children for serious visual acuity defects fairly 
widespread practice schools, although recog- 
nized that observations behavior children with 
respect the use their eyes vastly important 
also. Nurses more frequently administer the Snellen 
test than teachers, partly because teachers usually 
have substitute teacher provided take over their 
classrooms while they are testing vision, and partly 
because nurses have traditionally given the tests and 
are more skilled their administration. The trend 
today toward training teachers administer the 


tests, providing them with release time from their 
classrooms while they test their own groups, and refer- 
ring the children whom the teachers select having 
visual acuity the nurse for further test- 
ing for direct referrel the home with recom- 
mendation for eye examination. the Astoria 
Study was found that teachers were accurate 
identifying the cases poor vision that retesting 
nurses was necessary only the borderline cases. 


improvements service were brought 
about centering the original vision testing the 
hands teachers whose scoring vision 20/50 
worse was very accurate. Retesting nurses was 
found necessary only for those borderline cases for 
whom teachers had found scores 


One the definite conclusions the study was that 


teachers and the ophthamologist agree 
their testing all children not wearing glasses 
cases out hundred, and since two out three 
eases which they disagree are the direction 
referring cases rather than failing refer them, 
basically sound practical administrative 
procedure use the Snellen test scores obtained 
the teachers the first screening visual acuity 
defect 


When the preliminary screening done the 
teacher, the nurse has more time spend follow-up 
the children needing care, and should able 
secure higher percentage corrections. 

Health department nurses California give 
Snellen tests all school children routine 
cedure very few situations can seen refer- 
ence Table The reports indicate that such routine 
testing done some schools few counties and 
cities, done with the help teachers all schools, 
but only two counties, San Diego and Orange, 
listed routine procedure for all school children. 
more frequent practice for nurses give Snellen 
tests children specific grades, with the 
health departments which conduct nursing services 
for schools, using this plan. only these were 
high school grades included. The most frequent prac- 
tice reported the testing referrals the nurse, 
either the children whom the teachers have tested, 
children whom teachers are suspicious because 
behavior symptoms. Testing referrals nurses was 
reported health departments. 

Audiometer testing for the detection hearing 
loss more technical procedure than Snellen vision 
testing, and order for the results accurate 
should administered trained technician. State 
law now permits school boards employ audiometrists 
and requires that the State Department Public 
Health set regulations concerning their qualifications,

The trend California for county and 
city superintendents schools employ audiome- 
trists central supervisory staffs and give them the 
responsibility conducting the hearing tests for all 
schools under their respective jurisdictions. 
the health departments rendering nursing services 
schools, nurses conduct tests specific school 
grades, but only one case was the routine mass test- 
ing all children listed responsibility the 
nurses. 

The majority health departments reported that 
their nurses make observations school children 
detect evidences defects teeth, nose and throat, 
malnutrition, poor posture, skin defects, and other 
abnormal health conditions. Again, this largely 
program inspecting, observing and talking with 
children who have been referred the nurse because 
health problem, rather than mass routine inspec- 
tion large groups children. 


ASSISTANCE WITH PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS 


The nurse vital participant the school health 
examination. She prepares the child for the examina- 
tion, records preliminary data needed, observes and 
participates the examination procedure, participates 
with the physician and parent the conference con- 
cerning the findings, and takes custody the health 
records. She usually given the responsibility 
ferring with teachers concerning significant findings 
they need understand and making information 
from the health records available the schools. The 
development suitable health record for school 
has been and still one the major prob- 
lems facing health departments and schools. 

all situations California where health depart- 
ments conduct school health examinations the nurse 
participates the examination and keeps the records 
the findings and the follow-up. She also assists 
immunizing school children against smallpox and diph- 
theria every health department reporting. 


FOLLOW-UP HOMES AND COMMUNITIES 


The follow-up children with health problem 
into the homes and community the particular spe- 
cialized function the public health nurse. She visits 
homes when becomes necessary consult with par- 
ents and helps them see the necessity making 
arrangements for corrective care children. She 
arranges for appointments for children public 
ies, and other community agencies secure 
health for children whose parents are unable 
provide such eare. She supervises the home and school 
situations physically handicapped children and

SCHOOL ENVIRONMENT 


The well-organized public health department 
employs trained sanitarians inspect sanitary condi- 
tions the community. His services are usually avail- 
able schools and for that reason, nurses not 
assume major responsibilities concerning school sani- 
tation and environmental health. However, the sani- 
tarian visits the school perhaps once year make 
his annual inspection, whereas the nurse may 
that same school once week even once day. She 
has opportunity observe poor environmental sit- 
uations and practices and aware their importance 
the health the child, can them with teach- 
ers and school administrators. She often position 
give advice lighting, seating, ventilation, safety, 
cleanliness, practices and similar health 
influences. environmental hazard observed, 
she can report the sanitarian the health officer 
for official action. The reports from California health 
departments indicate that the majority their nurses 
assume some responsibility for observing environ- 
mental conditions and reporting unfavorable situations 
principals, sanitarians and health officers. 


CONSULTING WITH TEACHERS HEALTH 
EDUCATION 


Nurses can source help teachers their 
health education programs. They usually can secure 
pamphlets, charts, posters and similar materials for 
the teacher’s use her health teaching, give 
teachers information concerning the availability 
such materials. Nurses are able answer questions 
basic health facts and are position inform teach- 
ers particular health education needs their pupils 
the basis her knowledge homes and family 
They may able arrange their sched- 
ules that they can contribute occasional health 
class and discuss some health problem with the children. 

order for these contributions utilized, there 
must opportunity for teachers and nurses spend 
time together and with two busy schedules contend 
with, this becomes diffieult arrange. More effort 
could made invite nurses meet with groups 
teachers such problems. Perhaps the most 
important means fostering this interchange ideas 
the establishment better nurse-teacher rapport 
the entire school health program. 

Fifteen the California health departments 
rendering school nursing services reported that nurses 
have opportunities consult with teachers health 
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Three departments said there are 
opportunities; three more qualified their replies 
the term ‘‘when asked’’; and one admitted ‘‘not 

There are undoubtedly many more services that 
nurses render for school children which are beyond 
the scope the survey. Tuberculosis case-finding was 
inadvertently omitted from the questionnaire, and 
known that health department nurses assist tuber- 
testing and programs. few teach 
home nursing high school pupils, and during the 
war, some them assisted nurses aid training for 
high school girls. Nurses sometimes work with schools 
the improvement their school lunch programs. 
They speak meetings parents and teachers. They 
serve school committees and health councils. They 
make many incidental but significant contributions 
the health school children that cannot categorized. 

Growing out the survey, the following recom- 
mendations are made for the improvement nursing 
services public health departments the schools 
California 


That joint committees health departments and 
schools organized the local level to: 


Clarify the respective responsibilities teach- 
ers and nurses the health supervision 
school children. 


Develop in-service training programs for 
teachers improve their understandings and 
skills for the fulfillment their responsi- 
bilities. 

Develop stated policies and procedures which 
are incorporated manual for use both 
nurses and teachers.
